As Bureau aware, subject of this captioned matter 
has been the principal suspect in the murder of SAM GIANCANA 
on 6/19/75. Investigation relative to the GIANCANA murder 
conducted by local law enforcement agencies within the Chicago . 
Division indicates that BLASI was circumstantially involved 
with the murder; however, testimony before the Cook County 
Grand Jury and evidence gathered to date is not sufficient to 
indict BLASI for complicity in the murder. 


During the period of time that BLASI was considered 

to be the principal suspect in the murder of GIANCANA, the 
Chicago Division cooperated with local law enforcement officials 
investigating the murder, and furnished information deemed 
valuable to their investigation. Since the murder of GIANCANA, 
the Chicago Division, in the course of assisting local law 
enforcement, has not conducted overt investigation relative to
